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NEED FOR EQUAL 
SECURELY OF STATES 


Geneva. An international 
meeting held undei the theme 
'The United Nations and Peace 
Forces: Ways lo Consolidate 
Cooperation" has ended here. 
It was organized on lha Initia- 
tive of the International Liaison 
Forum of Peace Forces. 

The delegates Issued a decla- 
ration urging that as the Inter- 
national situation is going 
through a dangerous period, 
mada still worse by the deploy- 
ment In Western Europe of new 
American first-strike nuclear 
weapons and plans to militarize 
outer space, the United Nations, 
peoples and governments ought 
lo make Joint efforts to curb the 
unconliotlablo arms race. 

The declaration emphasizes

Mercenaries as a political 
weapon of state 



The 39th resit on oi the Cen- 
tral Assembly of the United Na- 
tions will soon open In New 
York. A report circulated by the 
UN Secretary-General J. Pdrez 
da Cuellar says that the future 
of mankind depend] on whether 
or not li will be possible to 
make the alms and print I plot of 
the UN Charier the basis of 
everyday relations among gov- 
ernment t and peoples. 

Hare I would Ilka lo dwell on 
the undeclared wars and sacral 
opa rations of the USA which 
show how grossly violated are 
the basic rules oi International 
law and ganerally accopiad mo- 
rality. The training by lha CIA of 
American and foreign nallonals 
as mercenary agenls for Im- 
plementation oi the Washington 
policy of slala terrorism has ac- 
quired enormous dimensions. 

As far back as 1981 lha US 
public drew the attention of lha 
authorities lo the fad that ttte' 
very existence on (he US soil of 
camps for (raining foreign na- 
tionals as merconarloi for ban- 
ditry attacks In Central America, 
on CIA orders. Is • flagrant 
breach nol only of the UN Char- 
ter but also ol fho US Neutrality 
Uw or If 94. According lo. Ihal 
law, severe punishment should 
be mefed oul lo anyone who, 
whHe slaying on US territory, 
consciously organises, provides 
•or, prepares, offers money. 


lakes pari In a military or naval 
raid against a foreign country 
with which the United Stales has 
peaceful relations. 

If Is appropriate fo recall that 
back In the 1950s the Washing- 
ton administration prepared and 
implemented a mercenary Inva- 
sion o| Ouatomala. and In the 
early f980s made a particularly 
extensive use of mercenary ser- 
vices for aggression actions 
against Cuba. At present the 
CIA Is waging an undeclared 
war against Nicaragua with the 
help o| s whole army of merce- 
naries. Acting on Prasrdonl Rea- 
gan'j request, iho US Congress 
ofllclally allocated, on several 
occasions, tens o! millions ol 
dollars lor financing this hostile 
campalqn against that fully- 
fledged member ol the UNO 
with which Washington enter- 
tains diplomatic relations. 

In Southern Asia Pakistan has 
bocome the regional base for 
CIA "sec rot" operations from 
where It has carried ouf Hi cri- 
minal activities against neigh- 
bouring slates. According lo lha 
most conservative estimates, the 
U5 spy agency has spent 325 
million dollars on the undeclar- 
ed war against Afghanistan. At 
the same time, lha Infrastructure 
that has been built fay Washing- 
ton and the mercenary camp 
network In the Pakistani territory 


facilitates fin the Interest ol the 
United Stales) the carrying out 
ol subversive operations In In- 
dia's noilh-western regions. In- 
stigating separatist movements 
and religious-communal conflicts. 
The CIA played Its part In the 
recent dramatic events in Punjab 
which took quite a loll of hu- 
man lives. 

"Green berets", former US In- 
telligence agenls and other per- 
sons with "Vietnam experience" 
rate particularly highly now In 
the Langley headquarters. They 
are relilred as "supporting stair, 
and connection with them Is 
denied whan need be. In an at- 
tempt to avoid responsibility 
and to deceive the public, the 
Reagan administration often uses 
the term "volunteers" who, sup- 
posedly In their personal capa- 
city mastermind secret missions 
and execute them. One such 
organization, bearing the name 
of "Military Aid of Civilians" 
hqs emerged. It has Hs branches 
in various states and elms at 
providing assistance lo 'freedom 
fighters" (this is how Reagan 
calls tha mercenary bandits who 
sow death and reduction In Ni- 
caragua, Afghanistan and other 
countries!. The mode of financ- 
ing the mercenaries' hostile acti- 
vities against ether countries was 
hastily explained as "donations 
from private sources’ 1 . But -they 
cannot tlcipt the facts. 


This month a helicopter which 
took part In a banditry attack 
on Nicaragua was shot down 
and fell on that country's terri- 
tory. Corpses of US citizens 
were discovered among tha 
debris. Feels about thalr close 
contacts with the US Embassy In 
Honduras, Iho Embassy’s assist- 
ance and collaboration with the 
gang-leaders of the Nicaraguan 
CIA mercenaries became known. 
There Is no doubt In Managua 
that the "volunteers” era men 
who havo been hired by the 
Langley agency. True, Washing- 
ton persists In ils official state- 
ments that the cHed US citizens 
"have no relations" either with 
the CIA or with the Pentagon 
and are “volunteers". But what 
Is Ihe value ol such denuncia- 
tions, given lha Reagan admin- 
istration’s numerous false decla- 
rations! Didn’t they solemnly 
swear before the whole world 
quite recently that they were 
"no party" to tho mining of Ni- 
caraguan portf, end only admit 
if when faced with Irrefutable 
evidencel 

In Ihe past the West also 
resorted to Ihe services of 
"wild geese", "war dogs 1 ' and 
"soldiers of fortune" in order to 
maintain its colonial claims. But 
use ol mercenaries by the USA 
as an liufrument of state ter- 
rorism has acquired. In our days, 
a particularly dangerous nature. 
It Is not accidental that, prior to 
Ihe opening of Ihe 39th session 
of the UN General Assembly, the 
UN special committee elaborat- 
ing an International convention 
banning recruffmenf, use, financ- 
ing and training of mercenaries, 
held Hi fourth session. If was 
quite clearly reHeratod that such 
practices run counter to tho 
bask principles ol International 
law qjnd represent a serious 
threat to peace and security on 
our planet.

Airports are known to be 
motor source of pollullou, Sci- 
entists at the Water Protection 
Research Institute have therefore 
designed a technologies 1 scheme 
for the purification of water 
drainage at airports 

The airports usually accumul- 
ate r mixture or dust, combus- 
tion products, particles of worn 
tyres, etc. All these contamtn* 
ate running water and eventu- 
ally the nearby water reservoirs. 

Special purification facilities 
have been suggested to check 
the pollutants. Water drainage 
Is first separated by level of pol- 
lution and processed according* 
ly. The first dirty running water 
passes through a whole proces- 
sing cycle Involving a settler, a 
biological popd, an oil collector 
and other sections of the sug- 
gested system. The subsequent 
cleaner streams of rainwater are. 
clarified and discharged Inlo.a 
collector. 

All airports now under . con-
